| FEWER PAGES IN MINNESOTA.,

Minnesota publishers have taken
radical steps to reduce consumption,
Nearly every paper in the state is
getting out fewer pages—ten or twelve
pagre sheets have come down to eight
—eight pages to six and four, and so
on all along the line. The reduction
lin the size of the big Sunday papers
'amount to from ten to twenty pages.
W. R. Wiley, secretary of the John
{ Leslie Paper company, Minneapolis,
states that "Heretofore during the
period before the war and almost up
to the present time the price of print
paper has been about $800 for 36,000
pounds. Today in round figures the
cost is about $1,900 for the same qual-|
ity, and our mills will not tell us that
highest point s been reached. The
normal price of print paper has been
$£2.10a hundred. Today it is quoted
at 85, figuring 35,000 pounds to the
carload, the actual cost today in ex-
cess of the normal costof a car would
be approximately £1,050."
